ciety; f 15,000 upon the Chicago Library 
society, and the residue of the estate, 
estimated to be $2,500,000, to the erec- 
tion and endowment of tho John Cree- 
rar public library.

Latest News from the Burned Min- 


nesota Towns. 


YIRGIlfU PRACTICAL!* WIPED OUT. 


But First Reports from Other Points 


Somewhat Exaggerated—The Home- 


less Taken to Duluth—Noble 


Work in Their BehaU. 


DutOTH, Minn., June 80.—The latest 


accurate news from the fires in the 
Mesaba range was available last night 
over a single wire, working badly. 
Press dispatches filed by the special 
correspondents who were sent with the 
first train did not arrive until late yes- 
terday, and then only a little in ad- 
vance of the newspaper men. 


Accurate news shows the usual ex- 


aggeration in the first reports, but the 
money loss will be greater than esti- 
mated. The first stories regarding 
Mountain Iron nnd Biwabic were un- 
true. At Biwabic only a few detached 
buildings were burned, and at Mount- 
ain Iron only six building. At Vir- 
ginia the situation is as serious as re- 
ported 
The entire business portion of 


the town is destroyed. About thirty 
houses are standing and 340 were 
burned. Merritt is nearly wiped out, 
only sixteen buildings now remaining 
in the town. 


it was Impossible to reach Merritt 


yesterday, as the woods are still burn- 
Ing all about the village. It was the 
only town the newspapermen were not 
able to visit. Everything possible is 
being done for them, and railroads are 
reaching the range carrying all pro- 
visions and supplies free. 
On the 


whole range about 3,500 people ore en- 
tirely dependent on charity. In large 
measure the women and children hare 
been brought to Duluth. 


At a citizens' meeting yesterday a 


general relief committee was appointed 
and it was decided not to appeal for 
outside aid 
Between 15,000 and (6,000 


has been subscribed for the work of re- 
lief, and clothing and provisions are 
coming in on every hand. The city 
and county have each appropriated 
(1,000 to aid in the work. It will be 
put at the disposition of the relief 
committee.

towns, the men are, many of them, hard 
characters, and lawlessness predomi- 
nates.

Tb» boisterous yelling fodalf«d in l«et 


night by cectain parties in tb« lobby of 
the council chamber did not came from 
those interacted in a «uod idminfctoition 
of city affaire, and were not calculated to 
be bancOtial to good order and business 
methods, and the people cannot afford to 
permit its continuance. The city caanoU, 
including the mayor, are legally elected 
and hare control of the lobby, and those 
who an admitted to it aboold treat the 
mayor end ootineU with proper respect 
oreleeoeaato accept the privilege ac- 
corded in the lobby. There was no call 
lor factional emotion such as thaw dem- 
onstrations indicated. Tba city council 
confirmed every appointment made by 
the mayor except for street superintend 
ent, marshal and one policeman, without 
reference to the political affiliation of any 
of them. 


The feeling eeemed to be doe to the re- 


jection of Hewee for Marshal 
Why 


this should be true it is hard to under- 
stand. Am»jorityoftb«city council in 
a respectful resolution, at a time when 
the mayor had presented Mr.Hewee name 
irregularly, informed the mayor that they 
could not vote to confirm his appoint- 
ment The mayor saw fit to give that 
resolution no consideration and present 
the name of Mr. Hews* again tor mat 
•hal and the council respectfully lejeeted 
the nomination. The mayor had the 
right to make the appointment and the 
oonnoil had the right to reject it. These 
rights an not only guaranteed bat are 
en joined by law upon each. As to this 
appointment the mayor and city council 
do not concur and that oaght to end it, 
and any amount of yells from the lobby 
cannot add to or detract from these 
facts. There is nothing "smart" m the 
mayor making the appointment nor is 
there anything "smart" in the oonnoil 
rejecting the appointment. It is only 
cose where the appointing power and 
the oonnoil cannot agree. Bat the lobby 
from the demonstration of last night 
seems to assume whether correctly or 
not, that there is to be a war waged in 
the oonnoil, to the injury ot public bn»i- 
neea.over the appointment ot Mr. Hewes. 


It is to be hoped this will not prove 


true. Neither Mr. Hewes or any other 
man in this city Is ot sufficient import 
anoe or ot sufficient value as a pnblo 
offioer to warrant the destruction of the 
usefulness of a mayor end a city connoi 
in a city ot 25,000 inhabitants, on his 
aoooant. The majority in the oonnoi 
has shown, by ita votes in the Confirms 
tion of other appointments, that it is no 
disposed to be factional, and it will no 
be disputed that should the mayor ap 
point some other good man for marshal 
the chances ore that he would be promptly 
confirmed. In view of these facts it is 
not likely that the people would long 
justify any one in a factional fight in the 
oonnoil over Mr. Hewes or any other man 
•BOO has no special rights among his fel 
lows, and who does not own the people
